The president’s first public .appearance 
Will be at 10 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
when a committee, Colonel W. A. Hemphill, 
chairman, from the exposition directory, 
will call at the hotel and accompany him 
to Piedmont park. A number of military 
companies will escort the party out Peach- 
tree street. Arriving at the exposition 
grounds at 11 o’clock the president will 
address the people in the auditorium 
Then the president and cabinet will go 
through the exposition buildings exasmin- 
ine exhibits until 1 o’clock, when lunch will 
be served at the Piedmont Club. After 
lunch the presidential party will continue 
the inspection of exhibits and other fea- 
tures of the exposition until night, when @ 
Magnificent pyrotechnic display will be 
given in honor of the distinguished visitors, 

From the expositien grounds the party 
Will return to the hotel, whence, after a 
brief rest, they will go to the Capital City 
Club, where a brilliant reception will await 
them.

Open Their Campaign with Large and 
Enthusiastic Crowds. 
Baltimore, October 15.—The republicans 
opened their campaign in this city last 
hight with a record-breaking mass meeting 
at Music Hall. Th¢ star attvactions were 
ex-Congressman John V. L. Findiay, who 


represented the Fourth Maryland district, . 


as a democrat, and Theodore Roosevelt, 
the New York police commissioner. 

A number of prominent citizens hereto- 
fope considered war horses of democracy, 
were conspicuous in choice seats and man- 
ifested deep interest in the proceedings. 
They gave Mr. Roosevelt and his views of 
fair elections a warm reception. The meet- 
ing was cleverly advertised as a protest 
and an appeal; a protest against political 
corruption and fraudulent elections and an 
appeal to all good citizens to encourage 
better methods in state and municipal gov: 
ernment. There was a great turn-out of 
reformers, many of them being of the 
gentier sex. In point of numbers and en- 
thusiasm the assembly was far in advance 
of any similar demonstration held in Bal- 
timore in recent years. 

Music hall, with a _ seating capacity 
‘of almost 4,000, was filled and the aisles 
packed half an hour before the meeting 
was called to order. 

Overflow meetings were addressed by 

leather-lunged, orators. General F'elix Ag- 
nus presided over the ‘main body. Hon. 
“Lloyd Lowndes, republican candidate for 
governor; Harry M. Clabaugh, Robert P. 
Graham and Aleaeus Hooper, candidates 
respectively for attorney general, comp- 
troller and mayor, kept the immense crowd 
in good humor with short addresses while 
it waited for the star performers. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s address was largely given up to 
fair elections and civil service practices. 
He discussed the conditions that obtained 
when he entered the New York police de- 
partment and the improvements that had 
been introduced, and showed how practical 
politics, a political pull and bribery, were 
being superceded by worth and merit. He 
requested the breaking of the power of the 
Baltimore ‘‘ring.’’ He paid his tespects to 
Senator Gorman by saying fthat he had 
»once detected him in an outrageous false- 
hood and broadly intimated that Mary- 
land’s senator could not be trusted in any 
position. 

Eix-Congressman Findlay, tego, was very 
severe in his strictures on the "“Gorman- 
Raisin combination.’’ He pledged thous- 
ands of democrats to support the republi- 
can state ticket this fall.

A Test Case.

The citizens’ committee was represented 
by W. H. Martin, C. N. Nix, R. L. Wit 
liams, L. Thay, J. D. Kimball, J. B. Varn- 
dere, W. J. Little, L. D. Cooper, W. F. 
Waters, W. IL. Babcock, J. W. Jones and 
C. G. Conners. Sheriff Houpt, prosecuting 
Attorney Teague and Judge Duffie, at the 
request of Governor Clarke, adjourned the 
circuit court until tomorrow morning, si 
as to be present at the conference. The 
state was represented by Governor Clarke 
and General Taylor. 

Won Him Over. 

The conference began at 2:30 o’clock and 
lasted three hours. The members con- 
tinued in earnest discussion during al! 
this time. 

Prior to the holding of the conference 
Governor Clarke was given a hearty re- 
ception by the citizens. He greeted then 
eordially and expressed a desire to dc 
everything he could to assist them out Cc: 
their financial embarrassments, but could 
not allow the laws to be violated, tha: 
they might prosper to the detriment of the 
rest of the state. 

At 5 o'clock Judge Duffie and Governor 
Clark emerged from the conference room 
alone and walked to the Milwaukee hotel, 
where they made inquiry for Judge B. bL. 
Hudgins, of the fourteenth judicial circuit, 
who is here for his health. Judge Hudgins 
has made several speeches against aliow- 
ing the proposed contest coming off her 
or at any other point in the state. At a 
mass meeting held last Monday, at the 
Methodist churh, he said that it wouid 
disgrace Arkansas forever if the officiais 
allowed it. Teday it'is stated that Judge 
Hudgins has given his opinion that tnere 
Was no law to prevent it.

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THE SULTAN SLOW TO ACT.

A Final Scheme Submitted To Be Fol. 
lowed by an Ultimatum. 

London, October 16.—TRe Chronicle prints 
the following dispatch from Constantino- 
ple, dated October 14th: Sir Phillip Currie, 
M. Cambon and M. Nelidoff, the British, 
French and Russian ambassadors, met yes- 
terday and drew up a final scheme. This 
they submitted to. Said Pasha, the foreign 


‘he scheme contains provisions of which 
no alteration will be made. A favorable an- 
swer was expected today, but at 4 o’clock 
no reply had been received. This was re- 
garded as a bad sign, indicating a fresh at- 
tempt of the sultan to gain time, but the 
ambassadors are resolved not to permit a 
further indefinite discussion; therefore the 
proposals will be quickgly followed by an 
ultimatum. The ambassadors hold identi- 
cal views, but their governments are not 
sO unanimous: hence the hesitation to use 
force. The key to the situation is Russia’s 
unwillingness to see Armenia organized 
with autonomy, and the fact that yester- 
day’s proposals revert with slight altera- 
tions, to the scheme of May lith. The de- 
mand for a Christian high commissioner to 
be appointed by the powers is dropped, The 
Chronicie, commenting On the foregoing 
describes it as a climb down. 

‘We have been outbluffed and have had 
a slap in the fact that a high-spirited peo- 
ple ought not to tolerate. We have to 
thank the weak-kneed champion of tory- 
ism. We never need trust Lord Salisbury 
to play the part of a strong man again.”’ 

The Chronicle’s anger seems to arise 
from the terms of the proposition being no 
stronger than were Lord Roseberry’s, on 
May lith. 

Another Attack on Armenians. 

London, October 14.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will print a dispatch from Constan- 
tinople saying that the agitation there has 
been renewed owing to the neglect of the 
Turkish officials to fulfill their promise of 
security given to the Armenian refugees 
when they left their churches. Another at- 
tack was made on Kassim Pasha, and oth- 
er Armenians on the 12th, when four were 
killed and a number wounded. It is alleged 
that the police refused to interfere. 

Details have been received of an organ- 
ized attack on Armenians by a Moslem mob 
at Akkishar, on the 9th. Forty-six Armen- 
ians were killed and a large number 
wounded. 


GREAT BRITAIN MAY ARBITRATE 


In Order To Avoid Complication with 
the United States. 

Washington, October 16.—There are in- 
dications today that an amicable adjust- 
ment of ihe straine@® relations between 
Great Britain and Venezuela mey yet be 
effected and that at no distant date. If 
this result be reached, it will be due wholly 
to the influence of the United States and to 
the persistent tender of its good offices 
to ooth countries. That Great Britain is 
weary of her contention with the South 
} American republic is a facet too obvious 
for dispute; that Lord Salisbury realizes 
that a continuance of the contention may 
bring. the United States into the affair and 
thus cause trouble between the two great 
Exnghsh-speaking nations, is also well 
known. ‘Ihe British premier has not been 
unmindful of the attitude of the American 
press with reference to this matter, and 


concession to public sentiment here. Under 
these circumstances, it is said, the British 
government may consent to arbitrate the 
question of title to a portion of the terri- 
tory now claimed an behalf of British 
Guiana and contested by Venezuela. If 
this result has been obtained it will have 
been brougut about by the good offices of 
the United States, but not as the result of 
any “‘ultimatum.” It is the understanding 
that the territory which is to be submitt 
ed to arbitration includes the greater part 
of the rich mining district of the Yuruarl, 
embracing some 03,000 square miles, claim 
to which was first advanced by British 
Guiana between 1885 and 1887.2It is pre- 
sumed that Great Britain will still insist 
upon the so-called “Schomburg line” to 
which she has made claim since 1840, but 
may submit all other territory to arbitra- 
tion. Lord Salisbury once before, in 180. 
offered through Minister Robert T. Lin- 
colin, to arbitrate all territorial acquisitions 
west of the Schomburg line, but he then 
insisted (Wat Venezuela must first ac- 
knowledge the justice of Great Britain’s 
claim to everything east of that line. 
Whether this demand has since been in 
any way modified will probably be only 
definitely Known when the correspondence 
is made public on the assembling of con- 
gress.

Spanish Troops Captured the Enemy’s 
Camp and Provisions. 
Santiago de Cuba, October 16.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Zamora, with a column of 660 men, 
left Baracoa on October 6th -to relieve the 
detachment of troops at Guando. The col- 
umn was fired upon by rebels at Paso Ro- 
ble and other places, and in the fighting 
that followed three rebeis were killed. The 
governinent loss was only one wounded. 
On the $th the column routed 800 rebels 
led by Gil, who occupied a strong position 
in the Capiro mountains. The troops dis- 
lodged the insurgents and captured their 
camp, together with a quantity of arms, 
ammunition and provisions, which the reb- 
els abandoned in their flight. Twenty-four 
of the rebels were killed. The Spaniards 
had one man killed and twelve wounded. 
The fight lasted four hours. Troops were 

sent in pursuit of the flying rebels.

The Father Received His First News 
Through a Newspaper. 


A TERRIBLE SHOCK TO THE FAMILY 


The Prisoner Claims That He Did Not 
Fire the Fatal Shot—A Woman 
the Cause of the Tragedy. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 16.—Charles 
Rich, late of Charlotte, N. C., who is charg- 
ed with the murder of Thomas Breen last 
night, walked into the police station at 8 
o’clock tonight and surrendered himself to 
Chief of Police Atkins.

RICH’S PARENTS CRUSHED. 


The Father Knew Nothing of the 
Tragedy Until He Read His Paper. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 16.—(Special.)— 
The many friends of Charles Rich, in 
Charlotte, were sadly surprised this morn- 
ing, when they read of the trouble he had 
got himself into. Rich left Charlotte about 
seven months ago for Knoxville. He had, 
up to the time of his departure heid a 
position in the freight agent’s office of the 
Southern railroad here. About the time he 
went to Knoxvilie the Clark wqman, who 
was then mistress of a disreputable house 
in this city, left for the same destination. 
Her leaving was not of her own choice, 
but because of a decree of the courts. She 
was indicted in the criminal court of this 
county on a charge of hiring a negro boy 
to burn her house to get the insurance 
money, which was far in excess of th® ac- 
tual worth of the property. The judge sent 
the negro to the penitentiary for ten years 
and banished Emma Ciark from the state. 
She went to Knoxville*arid had not been 
heard from until the news of last night’s 
tragedy was flashed over the wires. Rich's 
parents are excellent people and this blow 
has well nigh overwhelmed them. 

Mr. Rich, the father of Rich who killed 
Breen last night, was at his livery stable 
reading the paper this morning when he 
suddenly jumped up and ran home. He had 
seen for the first time. the news that his 
son had taken human life. He telegraphed 
the mayor of ‘Knoxville as to the sad af- 
fair, and was wired in answer that the 
newspaper account was authentic and thg’ 
a fuller account would be sent by mail. No 
word passed between father and son, 
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A BAD WRECK. 


Two Dead and Several Injured in a 
Railroad Crash. 


Altoona, Pa., Octoper 16.—The water fam- 
ine in this city is responsible for a bad 
wreck, the loss of two and probably three 
lives and the serious injury of several 
trainmen and passengers. 


Pennsylvania railroad, at Alleghany fur- 
nace at the southern end of this city this 
‘morning at 6:40 o’clock.

BIG FEES EXPECTED 


Lawyers and Receivers Are Waiting To 
Be Paid for Their Services. 


COMER AND HAYES COME FIRST 


Henry Crawford, the Attorney, W1ll 
Get a Fat Takeout—Other Bills _ 
May Be Pared Down. 


Savannah, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
Now that the end of the Central railroad 
litigation has practically been reached, the 
interesting question is what sort of fees 
the lawyers who have a finger in the pud- 
ding are going to receive. Railroad fees 
are usually large, but in this instance they 
are to be paid by the reorganization com- 
mittee, that is a majority of them, in- 
stead of by the court, out of the proceeds 
of the sale and the pockets of the new 
owners of the property. For that reason 
it is more than likely that they will be 
somewhat smaller than is usualiy custom- 
ary in big mailroad cases. It is pwebable, 
however, that something like $500,000 will 
be required to cover the fees that will go to 
all the lawyers interested, as there are 80 
many of them. 

Receivers Comer and Hayes are both 
drawing $1,000 a month on account and 
have always been doing so, but it is more 
than likely that the court will award them 
extra compensation, and it is thought to- 
gether they will be given something like 
$50,000.

MORE TROUBLE IS EXPECTED 


Two Bullets in His Prostrate Body. 
Friends Had No Chance To Aid — 
Him—Story of the Deed. 


= 


Sylvania, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—The 
killing of Sheriff L. B. Brooker by the two 
Zeigler boys, Sunday afternoon at the 
Goloid Baptist Association, has created the 
greatest excitement ever known in the 
county and is the sole topic of conversa- 
tion. 

Brooker fell dead in his tracks and never 
knew what killed him, He fell within a 
hundred yards of the church, where a 
large crowd was standing, and people were 
scattered here and there all around the 
spot where he was killed. 

He was walking away from the church 
to his buggy, in company with Messrs. J. 
N. Herrington and Henry Mills, prepara- 
tory to going home. When the Zeiglers 
saw him leave they took their Winchester 
rifles from their buggy, and going round 


the outskirts of the crowd, follo ~ 
ly behind him. per au 


It Was Quickly Done. 

It was all done so quickly that no one 
realized what had happened until it was 
Over. Brooker and the two men who were 
with him had no warning of the danger 
behind them. They had almost reached the 
buggy, and weré chatting as they went, 
when the Zeiglers, having come up within 
about thirty yards, took aim and fired, both 
at the same time. 

One bullet went crashing into Brooker’s 
brain and the other struck him in the back. 
He fell full on his face. 

The Zeiglers then ran up to where he was 
lying and shot twice more while they stood 
over him. One of these balls went through 
his head and the other struck him in the 
foot. The Zeiglers then went back to their 
buggy and drove off toward home. 

There were, perhaps, 150 or 200 people on 
the -grounds at the time, the largest part 
of the crowd having gone home. . Brooker 
had numbers of friends present, but he was 
shot so suddenly and the tragedy was so 
unexpected at the time and place that they 
were powerless to warn him of his danger 
and as equally powerless to do anything 
after he had been killed. It was several 
minutes before any one could realize what 
had really happened. 


The Feud and Its History. 
This makes the"third man killed in the 
Brooker and Zeigler feud. It dates back to 


-@ year ago last month, when Brooker and 


Mr. George Zeigler, father of the two boys 


who did the shooting yesterday, got into 


& quarrel while coming out on the Sylvania 
train. George Bellinger, a negro preacher 
and democratic worker whom Brooker was 
befriending, was the cause of the quarrel, 
and Mr. George Zeigler and his son, Sol, 
had a desperate fight in the car with 
Brooker, in which a number of shots were 
fired. George Zeigler was killed, Sol Zeig- 
ler was shot in the arm and Sherfff Brooker 
jwas badly wounded. 

Some time after this, George Bellinger, 
who-lives down on the_Savannah river, 
was chased from his lot late one afternoon 
by two white men, and shot down and 
killed while running through a field toward 
the swamp. 

The Zeiglers have declared all along 


that they would have Brooker’s life for 


their father’s, and Sunday being their 
first opportunity, they took it. 
The Zeiglers Not Yet Arrested. 

The Zeigler boys, it is said, have not 
left their home. They are both fearless 
and iurther trouble is apprehended when 
the attempt is made to arrest them. 

Mr. Brooker was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity, and a pleasant, kind- 
hearted gentleman. His remains were car- 
ried down to Jackson church, nine miles 
below here, and buried. A large concourse 
of friends followed the body to the grave.

The Report to the Stockholders of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida. 


MAKE AN EXCELLENT SHOWING 


Directors Elected at the Macon Meet- 
ing—They Will Meet in Balti- 
more To Choose Officers. 


Macon, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)-—The 
first annual meeting of the stockholder 
of the reorganized Georgia Southern and 
Florida Railway Company was held to- 
day at noon at the office of the company 
in Macon. President Sam Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, was not present, but he 
was represented by Vice President A. L. 
Andrews, of the Southern, who is a stocxk- 
holder and director of the Georgia South- 
érn. Among some of the most prominent 
men present besides Mr. Andrews were 
President William Cleckley Shaw, of the 
Georgia Southern; Skipwith Wilmer, of 
Baltimore; T. B. Gresham, Baltimore; II. 
P. Smart, Savannah; J. F. Harrison, T. 
D. Tinsley, Morris Hopp, Ben C. Smith, 
C. L. Bartlett, William H. Felton, Jr., W. 
G. Solomon, of Macon. 

President Shaw called the meeting to 
order and on motion of Mr. Skipworti 
Wilmer Major J. F. Hanson was chosen 
chairman and Mr. W. G. Solomon was 
elected secretary. The minutes of the iast 
meeting of the stockholders held in At- 
lanta on May 22, 1895, were read and ap- 
proved. The committee on by-laws, to- 
wit: C. L. Bartlett, chairman; Ben fn 
Smith and William H. Felton, Jr., reported 
@ set of by-laws for the company. 'ncy 
were read by Chairman Bartlett and 
adepted. President Shaw, of the board of 
directors, read his annual report, which 
contained some very interesting figures, 
showing the gross receipts and expendi- 
tures of the road and the splendid physical 
condition of the property. 

The repcrt demonstrated that the Geor- 
gia Southern is a fine paying road; that 
its business is steadily increasing, and the 
annuai. net earnings very gratifying. The 
repcrt was really an excellent indorsc- 
ment of the past administration of Ke- 
ceiver Sparks, for the figures were based 
on the operations of the road while [e- 
ceiver Sparks was at the helm. 


Took Them by Surprise. 

Vice President Andrews left Macon to- 
night for Atlanta. The Georgia Southern 
directors for the most part were greatiy 
surprised at the adjournment of the di- 
rectors’ meeting without organizing the 
board and electing the chief officers of 
the company. The adjournment to Balti- 
more was a surprise. Perhaps no director 
knew this was to be done except Colonel 
Andrews. lt is not known why the elec- 
tion of officers was passed. One theory is 
that Mr. Spencer could not be present to- 
day and he did not wish the elections to 
be held in his absence. Another explana- 
tion is that the matter was deferred until 
after confirmation of the sale of the Cen- 
tral and Savannah and Western railways 
by the courts. 

So far as the possible retention of Pres- 
ident Shaw and General Manager Spacks, 
of the Georgia Southern, is concerned, the 
postponement is not considered of any sig- 
t.ifice nce. Mr. Spencer controls the situa- 
tion and some think he has not yet forinu- 
lated his plans as to the future manage- 
rrent of the Georgia S:thern. 

The polls were open an hour for the elec- 
tion of directors. Messrs. B. F. Borden, 
Cliffcrd Ellis and Arthur Findlay were 
tellers. Vice President A. B. Andrews, of 
the Southern, nominated all the old board 
of directors for re-election for the ensuing 
year, to-wit: Samuel Spencer, New York; 
H. P. Smart, Savannah; William Cleckley 
Shaw, Charles D. Fisher, Thomas B. Gres- 
ham, Skipworth Wilmer, John Gill, Balti- 
more; G. W. Parrott, Atlanta; A. B. An- 
drews, Raleigh, N.- C.; T. D. Hinsley, 
W. Hi. Felton, Jr., Charles L. Bartlett, J. 
F. Hanson, Morris Hopp, Ben C. Smith, 
of Macon. There were no other nomina- 
tions. 

The first vote was cast by A. B. An- 
drews as proxie for Samuel Spencer, pres- 
ident of the Southerr railway. He cast 
200 shares or votes for Mr. Spencer. Mr. 
Andrews, as proxy for Walter B. florne, 
of New York, cast 10,308 votes. Mr. An- 
drews individually voted 300 shares. ‘The 
total number of shares cast at the mect- 
ing were 13,038. They were all voted for 
the above nominated directors, and they 
were declared duly elected directors for 
the ensuing year. The total stock of the 
company consists of 6,8 shares of com- 
mon stock; 10,840 shares first prefer“ed; 
10,0 shares second preferred. Total, 27,6*0. 
While there are in reality 27,650 shares, 
7,160 shares are held in the treasury of 
the company for certain purposes. This 
leaves 20,520 shares, and of this amount 
13,088 shares were represented at today’s 
meeting. Of this 20,520 shares Samuel 
Spencer, A. B. Andrews and Walter B. 
Horne control 10,900 shares, which is more 
than a majority. 

After the election of directors the stock- 
holders’ meeting adjourned and the newly 
elected directcrs then went in session and, 
contrary to public expectation, did not 
elect officers or transact any other busi- 
ness, but adjourned to meet at 11 a. m. 
o’clock on October 24th at the Carrolton 
hotel, Baltimore, at Awhtch time it is ex- 
rected officers will be elected.

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Sells Brothers’ Circus Will Run a 
Special Train 


FROM ROME TO CEDARTOWN 


Fouwnd Dead by the Roadside—Two 
Hundred Passengers Refuse To 
Pay Fare—Rome News. 


Rome, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)—Sells 
Brothers’ circus ‘will skip the town of 
Rome. This is a pretty big, bold skip, but 
it has been so d3creed. 

The managers have made arrangements 
to fill dates at Griffin and Cedartown and 
then pass through Rome to Chattanooga. 

To add indignity to injury, they will run 
a@ special train from Rome to Cedartown 
on that auspicious occasion, the only fare 
charged being the price of admission tu the 
circus. 

It is the first time in the history of this 
section that a circus management has 


found it expedient to run a special train | 


to carfy the crowd to its show. 


The announcement has caused consterna- | 


tion to the hearts of many who were bank- 
ing on a big day in Rome, but the negro 
and the small boy are jubilant because they 
will enjoy a free ride as well as the circus. 


Memory Like a Camel. 


They say that a camel never forgets a 
‘personal’ injury. Years afterwards one 
will deal out retribution upon some former 
keeper whose cruelty is treasured up. 

Sells Brothers seem to partake of the dis- 
position of their proteges 
back in that particular. Rome has proven 
a sort of snare and delusion for circus 
people, and they have put her on the 
black list. 

On two or three occasions when the Sells 
circus jhas visited ‘Rome the rain has 
poured down in torrents, deluging the tents 
and demoralizing the crowd. On the day 
before their arrival here the last time one 
member of the company remarked to an- 
other: 

“Look out for a big rain tomorrow.” 

“Why so? It is fair enough now.” 

“Yes; but we are billed for Rome tomor- 
row.’’ 

And sure enough it came. 


A Costly Compromise. 

On one occasion several years ago a cir- 
cus came to Rome, and as usual the rains 
came and the floods descended. The big tent 
was inundated and the trench around the 
inclosure was knee-deep and as swift as a 
mill race. There was a’ great spread of 
canvas and the crowd was enormous. The 
rain grew so furious that a stampede be- 
gan. Some thought it was a judgment sent 
on them for stopping the protracted meet- 
ing long enough to go to the circus. ~ 

In the melee one old lady slipped into 
the trench and broke her leg trying to get 
out of the tent. A doctor was called and 
a lawyer responded. An attachment was 
hastily prepared and the circus levied upon 
on the basis of a damage suit for $10,000 
for the broken leg. The circus people com- 
promised by paying about $600. 

An Unfortunate Record. 

Years ago, when the rowdy element that 
has since been weeded out by hanging, 
bullets and benishment held sway, it was 
a bad place for a circus. Barnum’s people 
had a rocky time of it here on one occa- 
s.0Nn., 

On another occasion the city council want- 
ed to collect a special tax for the parade, 
which the circus people thought exoarbi- 
tant, and the show was declared off. 

The last time Sells’s circus was here, 
however, when the management asked for 
a rebate because of the heavy rainstorm, 
the council granted it and the matter was 
amicably settled, so that everybody sup- 
posed that the spell was broken. 


That Special Train. 

The idea of running a special train from 
Rome to Cedartown to carry the people 
free has excited much comment here. it 
is an unheard of procedure. 

Of course the people of Cedartown are 
madly, deliriously delighted over the 
prospect, because they have always tried 
to poke a litthe fun at Rome. 

If the plan is carried out the Cedartown 
folks will be treated to an experience ot 
one day with the rougnest element of the 
north Georgia metropolis, for they wiil 
turn out in force. No doubt a lot of nice 
people will also go down, but the hood- 
lums will celebrate the occasion in their 
own peculiar style.

A circular is being circulated here for 
the appointment of C. Crewshaw to 
the position of railroad commissioner, 
made vacant by the expiration of the 
term of office of G. Gunby Jordan.

Railroad Company contracted to run a 
Special train out there morning and even- 
ing to carry the passengers to and from 
their work. «The train is due there at 5:30 
o’clock, but is often late. 

Yesterday evening it did not get there 
till 6 o’clock, and on the return trip the 
hands refused to pay the fare, which is 
10 cents. The conductor cut loose the 
engine and cane into the city, but after 
consultation with his superiors ran back 
and brought the train in, the passengers 
still refusing to pay the fare. It is not 
known what action will be taken, as the 
hands acted under the advice of Contrac- 
tor Headden, by whom they are employed.

An Apathetic Campaign. 

The municipal campaign which some time 
ago promised to be one of the 
livliest in the history of this 
city has proven so far to be one of 
the quietest ever known. One of the chief 
characteristics of the mayoralty race and 
the contest for water works bonds is an 
unusual degree of apathy manifested by the 
general public. The candidates for mayor 
are ex-Mayor Cliff B. Grimes and Hon. A. 
A. Carson, both of whom are very popu- 
lar. As in the mayoralty contest but lit- 
tle enthusiasm is manifested in the bond 
fight and the matter is rarely ever men- 
tioned on the street, except by a few very 
zealous workers for the bond cause. In 
fact, the people of Columbus are taking 
but Httle interest in politics of any kind 
just now, but are giving attention to busi- 
ness altogether.

The Railroad Boycott. 


The boycott of the Columbus railroad 
Which was spontaneously instituted by the 
people of Columbus on account of the tak- 
ing off of transfers has been ended to a 
certain extent by the company partially 
restoring the transfer system. Immediate- 
ly after the abolishing of the system the 
city council took up the fight and after 
holding a number of meetings in regard 
to the matter concluded to assert its rights 
in the premises,.of which the railroad took 
no notice.

That, of course, accomplished more 
than the demands of council and it is 
stated that before long the transfers will 
be restored on all of the lines.

News of Amelie Rives Chanler’s divorce 
caused no surprise among her friends in 
this city. Miss Rives was always a woman 
of caprice, wayward, fickle. When in a 
normal mood she was one of the most lov- 
ing and lovable of women, as she certain- 
ly was and still is among the most beauti- 
ful of her sex; but her capriciousness, pet- 
ulance and childishness tried the patience 
of her family and her husband.

Among these was a proposition to 
admit delezates from the various state as- 
sociations, on a basis of one delegate to 
every fifty members, which proposition 
Was adopted by the convention. It Was 
further recommended that dues of mein- 
bers be increased, on a graduated scale 
ranging from 310 to $30, in order to meet 
the expenses incurred in the prosecution 

of criminals; also that authority be given 
the executive council to assess the mem- 
bers of the association in amounts suf- 
ficient to cover alP deficiencies under the 

present scale of dues. Such was the argu- 

=e ment provoked by this amendment that 

| @ motion was made to refer it back 
to the council for reconsideration, This 
motion prevailed. 

The membership of the executive council 
for the ensuing year was increased, by 
constitutional amendment, from twenty- 
one to thirty members.

Increased Scale of Dues.. 


sufficient to protect the banks belonging to 
the association, it was recommended by the 
council that.a different scale of memboer- 
ship dues be adopted, ranging from $10 to 
$30, according to the capital stock and sur- 
plus of the bank represented—this amend- 
ment to go into effect in 1896. 

The following scale was submitted: 

Banks having a capital stock of less 
than $100,000 to be assessed $10. 

Banks having a capital stock of $100,000 
and less than $500,000 to be assessed $15. 

Banks having a capital stock of $500,000 
and less than $1,000,000 to be assessed $20. 

Banks having a capital stock of $1,000,000 
and over to be assessed $30. 

It was further recommended that, in ad- 
dition to the fund realized from the present 
seale of dues, that provision be made for 
supplementing the deficiencies of the pres- 
ent seale by giving the executive council 
the right to levy upon the members a tax 
sufficient to meet the demands of the year. 

In this shape the amendment was put 
to the convention, but the delegates were 
not prepared to vote upon it. Some thought 
that the power conferred upon the council 
should not be restricted to the present year 
alone, but should apply to all emergencies. 
Others held that under the increased scale 
of dues no power should be given to the 
council except to cover the deficiencies of 
the present scale of dues. 

The spirit of controversy was fully arous- 
ed by these expressions of opinion and 
several delegates took the floor. 

A strong fight was made on the proposed 
scale of dues and the argument was brought 
forward that a number of country banks 
would be discouraged. Instead of becoming 
members of the association they would 
hold aloof. The policy of the association 
should be to increase and not to decrease 
its membership. Several delegates express- 
ed the belief that % would be sufficient 
dues for all banks with a capital stock of 
less than $50,000. This would include all 
of the smaller banks of the country. 

On account of the disagreement among 
the members Mr. F. W. Tracy, of Illinois, 
the author of the proposed amendment, 
moved to refer it back to the council for 
reconsideration. 

This motion prevailed and the amendment 
to the constitution will be acted upon this 
morning. 

Membership Increased. 

Among the proposed amendments to the 
constitution adopted by the convention was 
a proposition to increase the membership 


to thirty members. 

Nine of these will be named by the nomi- 
nating committee today to serve for one, 
two and three years. Seven members of 
the council will constitute a quorum. A 
mg¢eting will be held directly after the an- 
nal session to elect officers and attend to 
all other matters that may properly come 
up before that body. 

“Sound Money.” 

One of the most original speeches yet 
made before the convention was delivered 
by Judge Geerge N, <Aldredge yesterday 
morning on “Sound Money.’’ Judge Ald- 
redge is one of the directors of the Ex- 
change National Bank of Texas and has 
a way of putting things decidedly uni- 
que. He advocated a gold standard in 
preference to. a silver one and declared 
that no country in the world had a silver 
standard from choice. Continuing he said: 
“The gold standard advocates believe in 
gold as a standard with the largest pos- 
sible safe use of silver ‘among the people. 
The 16 to 1 dreamers believe in the so-call- 
ed double standard and we are driven by 
this law to the use of silver alone. All gold 
standard countries use large amounts of 
silver and no silver standard country uses 
any gold whatever. As the practical ques- 
tion is the use of the metals, it follows that 
we are the bimetallist and the16 to 1 peuple 
are the monometalist. Hence, the. battle 
that is to be fought to a finish, next year, 
is whether we will remain under a gold 
standard, with actual bimetallism in us? 
among the people—gold and silver circulat- 
ing freely without discrimination against 
either; or shall we have a so-called double 
standard at the mints and nowhere else, 
with silver monometallism in actual use” 
The battle is between substance and 
shadow, between those who want bimetal- 
lism in fact and those who want it in name 


only. We are the friends of silver money, 
who would bring to its aid the power of 
the government tao keep it good, 
and they are its, enemies, who, 
by unlimited coinage, would take 

by the 


from it the guaranty of parity 
government, and thereby degrade it to its 
market value. Our government has been 
and is now coining silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. It is enabled to do this, because 
under the law it can restrict the amount 
coined, and being vested with this control, 
it undertakes to make every dollar good 
The moment the government loses 


gone, and a silver dollar then rests on its 
merit and is worth 80 cents. To illustrate: 
A merchant could very well guarantee the 
expenses of his clerk if he were allowed 
to control the expenses, but if the clerk 
demands free and unlimited expenses, 
then the merchant would have to “stand 
from under’ and ilet the expenses take 
care of themselves. 

“The stock argument of the 16 to 1 peo- 
ple is that wheat and:cotton have declined, 
and they seem to gloat over the fact. I 
knew an old negro who, when asked how 
he was getting along, always replied, ‘Poor- 
ly, thank God,’ and they are thankful 
when the country is poorly on wheat and 
cotton. Since 1873 the vast fertile prairies 
of the northwest have been turned into 
wheat fields, so that the production cf 
wheat in the United States has been dou- 
bled since then. The same thing has been 
going on in Russia and South America. 
The wonderful improvements in machinery 
for harvesting wheat, and the extension of 
railroads for transporting it to market, 
gave an immense impetus ‘to the produc- 
tion of it. A farmer makes more money rais- 
ing it at 50 cents per bushel today than 
he could at $1 per bushel twenty years 
ago. The result has been that the over- 
production of wheat has reduced its price, 
and the gold standard had nothing to do 
with the reduction. Its price is regulated 
by supply and demand. Last May a little 
bug settled down on the wheat fields of 
the northwest, and in one or :two weeks 
ate up one-half of the 16 to 1 argument 
on prices and sent the prices back into 
the neighborhood of those of 1873. The old 
who knew the habits of the 
chinch bug and the kind of a multiplica- 
tion table he used in regulating the in- 
crease in his family, took the trains for 
Chicago, commenced buying wheat and 
broke all the Smart Alecks in the city. 


The Demand for Silver. 


“The 16 to 1 people tell us that the coin- 
age of silver will create unlimited demand 
for it, They decline to give us the how- 
ness or the whereforeness of this new- 
born demand, but with childlike faith, they 
expect it to rise in all its beauty, as the 
fabled Venus rose from the froth of the 
sea. They say the demand will come, as 
the Seventh Day Adventists tell us the end 
will come, and if their picnic comes off 
first, they will not neéd silver; the de- 
mand will be fer free and unlimited water. 
They contend, if this government takes all 
the silver that comes, at 16 to 1, silver wil] 
be worth par all over the world, and they 
use an egg ‘argument to prove it. They 
say, if'a merchant advertises that he will 
pay 25 cents per dozen for eggs, £0 Jong 
as he has the ability to take all that come, 
eggs will be worth 25 cents in all that 
country. But suppose the merchant did. 
not take them! Suppose when a farmer |

branded ‘$100 horse’ and delivered to the 
owner at the other end of the building, 
it would not improve the breed of the po- 
nies nor create a wild demand for them 
at the brand price.

214,000,000 of "silver was mined and sold at 
about 63 cents per ounce. If the price was 
raised to 129 cents per ounce, the 16 to 1 
price, what would the harvest be? The old 
rule of three will solve the problem, If a 
railway engine will run ninety miles an 
hour on sixty-three pounds of steam pres- 
sure, how fast would it run on 126 pounds 
of pressure? The blasted thing would have 
to stop once in awhile and wait for its 
shadow to catch up. Senator Stewart and 
his crowd tell us there can be no flood of 
silver. In Noah's time there was a man 
of sanguine temperament like that. He 
was standing on the tip end of a high 
mountain and the waters were licking his 
toes. He hailed Noah and begged to be 
taken in the ark, but Noah. had sailing 
orders from above and refused to take him 
aboard. As Noah sailed away he shook 
his fist at the old man and exclaimed: ‘Go 
to the devil with your old dug-out, it isn’t 
going to be much of a shower anyway.’ 
Calls It Sogialism. 

“The underlying, fructifying element of 
this 16 to 1 movement is socialism. It is 
the same old effort to get something for 
nothing. The Coxeyites wanted grub: for 
nothing. The single tax cranks want land 
for nothing. The populists want govern- 
ment monopoly of transportation, and pri- 
vate monopoly of the wailing business, 
for nothing. The 16 to 1 people want 50 
per cent of the debts for nothing. The 
Bellamytes want everything for nothing. 
And I might suggest that the new woman 
wants our bifurcated garments for noth- 
ing; but that is not pertinent to the sub- 
ject under discussion, and I will not say so. 
‘The movement means repudiation. All 
else is theory, pretense and dreams. It is 
an effort to pass a left-handed, bankrupt 
bill, not for the benefit of the unfortunate 
debtor who cannot pay, but for the rich 
as well, who can pay, but want to beat 
their creditors. The poor man is not in 
debt; he never nad a chance to get in 
debt. The corporations, speculators and 
plungers generally constitute the debtor 
class. Every wage-earner belongs to the 
creditor class. No one would be benefited 
by ib to 1 coinage except the debtor class. 
Even the mine owner would not, for the 
temporary stimulus given to silver would 
increase its production until the price would 
fall below what it is now. On the other 
hand, all would suffer. If a bill for free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1 were to 
pass the house of congress, and it was as- 
certained that it would pass the other 
house, and that the president would sign 
it, the panic that would ensue would be to 
that of 1898 what a tornado is to aezephyr. 


No Danger of Repudiation. 
‘‘A republic rests entirely upon the mor- 
als of its peopie. The story 6f Washing- 
ton and his hatchet, told by loving lips to 
innocent childhood, has made millions of 
truthful men and women. What would 
be the effect in this country’ up- 
on unborn’ generations, of a_ story 
like this: At the close of the 
nineteenth century the people of the 
United States became so corrupt they re- 
pudiated one-half of their debts by paying 
them in money worth only half of its face 
value, 
“An American in a foreign land looks 
with a swelling heart upon ‘Oid Glory,’ as 
it proudly flaunts the breeze, the syinbol of 
liberty and honor. Pass this act of repu- 
diation and he would look upon i& with 
shame. For enthusing purposes we might 
as well pull it down and run up a dish- 
rag. 
“But, Mr, President and Gentlemen, al- 
low me in conclusion to say that our coun- 
try is in no danger of repudiation. This 16 
to 1 coinage clamor is but one of the mani- 
festations of hard times, brought on by 
the late panic. On low lands in the night 
time a deadly miasma accumulates, but 
when the bright sun climbs over the hill 
tops and shoots his purifying rays into the 
bottom, the miasma is dispelled, the atmos- 
phere is sweetened and matie wholesome, 
and men go forth into their daily avoca- 
tions with assurance of health. In spiie 
of all the isms that have afflicted us, in 
spite of demagogism on the stump and in 
legisiative halls, this country is rapidly 
advancing. Our factories are taxed to their 
utmost with orders and the wages of their 
employes have been everywhere voluntarily 
raised. Prices that have been depressed by 
the panic are improving. pinister Discon- 
tent, with all her imps, is fleeing before 
the benign presence of prosperity, and in 
after years the heresies of today will only 
be remembered as a troubled dream.

This new central bank is to be permitted 
to take in legal tender, treasury notes and 
gold coin, and to issue its own notes in 
their places. Silver certificates are to be 
maintained at par by requiring the bank 
to exchange its own notes for them at any 
time. Its own notes are to be redeemable 
in gold or gold exchange on demand at all 
its branches. Thus, according to Mr. 
Rhodes, the bank starts: out with a note 
currency of $663,000,000. Add to this $442,000,. 
000 of silver dollars, either in that form or 
as silver certificates, and there will be a 
total circulation of money of $1,000,000,000. 

The projected central bank is to be sim- 
ply and solely a bank of issue, doing no 
business whatever except the re-discount of 
commercial paper for other banks, and the 
exchange of its notes for gold, legal tender 
and treasury notes, and outsanding nation- 
al bank notes to be held as reserves, Its 
source of profit will be the re-discounting 
of commercial paper. 

If this pian were earried into effect 
there would be then in ‘circulation two 


_sent more commercial paper for 


kinds of paper money, the notes of the 
new bank and the silver certificates. These 
last amount to $319,731,752. With those the 
total paper circulation of the country could 
amount to $1,811,121,114 This may appcar 
like inflation, but practically the coatrol 
of the issues would be in the hands of 
the banks, who, when the currency became 
redundant, would send back gehe bank cur- 
reonc# for redemption and would not pre- 
redis- 
count. The balk itself in addition to the 
reserve of nearly 50 per cent in gold coin 
or its equivalent would have the maturing 
commercial paper with which to meet 
most of its presented notes. After the 
plan was fairly put in operation there 
would be a constant stream of its own 
notes pouring into the bank in payment 
of the maturing commercial papcr. The 
bank taking the legal tender and treasury 
and national bank notes could at first 
hold them and by degrees convert them 
into gold and the treasury could thus be 
gradually relieved of its floating debt and 
a'so of the necessity of keeping a gold re- 
serve. 

Bcna fide commercial paper taken by the 
banks in the first instance constitute the 
best possible security that can be con- 
ceived of. The bank could establish certain 
rules es tothe character of the paper and 
the tinte it has to run. “The branch offices

of the bank would for the convenience of 
the banks of the country, be established at 
all the money centers, and at prominent 
points in all the states so that loans of 
notes on commercial paper could always be 
readily procurable. 

The separation of the issue of notes from 
other parts of the banking business would 
be*complete and the banks could always 
be able to procure cash with which to meet 
their deposits in case a run should be made 
upon them. The bank of issue itself would 
always be in a safe position, because of 
its ample reserves, and the solvent charac- 
ter of the security held for all its liabilities. 
It would be perfectly eAisy for the bank of 
issue to require satisfactory statements of 
all banks seeking its notes. If there were 
too great a tendency to speculation the 
bank eceuld check it by raising the interest 
rate. The profits would be ample at 1 
per cent. If there were any tendency to 
excessive profit the government could con- 
trol such a tendency by judicious taxation. 

Such a bank could retire the outstanding 
government paper without pressure on the 
treasury. It could prevent panics more 
effectually, though on the same principle, 
as is now done py the clearing house as- 
sociation. 

Such a scheme will no doubt be called a 
monopoly, but it will monopolize a privi- 
lege that is of no benefit either to the gov- 
ernment or to the banks. With a well 
lating 
the paper issues of the country, a panic 
like that of 1893 would be impossible. 
After a short experience’ with bank is- 
sues of this description, it is difficult to 
conceive how the public mind could ever 
so distrust the ability of the banks to 
pay currency on demand, as to make any 
general run on them. Of course there will 
always occur sporadic cases of bank fail-

What It Costs. 

Mr. W. G. Cooper, chief of publicity and 
promotion, has prepared a statement in 
reply to various inquiries and to refute 
certain false rumors as to what it costs 
to see the exposition. | 

Mr. Cooper says: 

*‘An erroneous idea is abroad to the effect 
that it costs a great deal to see the exposi- 
tion. This is a mistake. You can see the 
exposition itself for 50 cents if you are 
over twelve years of age, or for 25 cents if 
you are under twelve. During the educa- 
tional week, beginning October 25th, chil- 
dren up to eighteen years of age can see 
the fair for 10 cents. There is absolutely 
no charge to enter any of the exposition 
buildings. Various shows on the Midway 
heights will charge you from 10 to 25 cents 
admission, but that is a separate matter 
and does not belong to the exposition com- 
pany.

A Day for the Bell. 

A day will probably be set aside by the 
officials of the exposition to be known as 
Columbian Liberty Bell day. 

This will be held to signalize the pres- 
ence of the bell and to give it the due at- 
tention it deserves. It is said that up to 
this time those who have the bell in charge 
have not been in the best humor in regard 
to their treatment. When the bell first 
arrived it was sidetracked on one side of 
the manufactures and liberal arts build- 
ing. Manager Knapp made various and 
vain efforts to have some place assigned 
to it where the bell could be mounted in 
its proper form and put on display in some 
building. In order to see the bell visitors 
would have to mount the car, and the 
method of observation was quite inconven- 
jent. Here the bell remained until ten days 
ago, when it was necessary to remove a 
part of the trestle across the lake. Then 
the car was brought over and linked to a 
line of freight cars at one end: of the 
transportation hall. Here it has remained 
since then. In the meantime a committee 
was appointed by the board of exposition 
directors to see that the bell have proper 
attention and to arrange for some 
programme to commemorate its presence. 


It was the intention of this committeé “to 


have the Columbian liberty bell placed un- 
der the shed where the trains and coaches 
are on exhibition. 

This, however, has never been done and 
the bell still remains on the sidetrack at- 
tached to the freight cars. Manager 
Knapp and his assistants have improvised 
a platform and fixed themselves as com- 
fortably as possible.

Silver in Florida. 

Hon. R. W. Davis is a Floridian who 
is undoubtedly well qualitied to speak 
for the people of his state, and it 1s grat- 
ifying to see him sticking to his recent 
statement that three-fourths of his fel- 
low-citizens favor the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 

Mr. Davis was at one time speaker of 
the Florida house of representatives and 
he came within a few votes of receiving 
the nomination for governor.

Ina 
letter to The Jacksonville Times-Union 
he declares that three-fourths of the 
people of Florida would vote for bimet- 
allism if their sentiment could be tested 
at the polls. He is positive that in Flor- 
‘ida, at least, the people at large—the 
farmers, wage workers, manufacturers 
and traders of the country—stand by the 
money of the constitution, the world’s 
money from the earliest times, gold and 
Silver, and they are not willing to see 
either demonetized. They know that 
“sound money” is a cheap catch phrase 
used to deceive the thoughtless. They 
have seen our government induced to 
issue its obligations payable in gold for 
hundreds of millions of dollars more 
than it has gold to redeem them with, 
and in consequence of its folly it is now 


on its knees at the feet of a gold syndi-” 


cate. 

Men who are tied by a string to the 
dispenser of patronage may be satisfied 
with thig humiliating state of affairs, 
but the people resent it, and they de- 
mand the restoration of the time-hon- 
ored financial system under which the 
country grew prosperous and powerful.

Settle It Some Way. 

It is to be regretted that our military 
muddle interferes with some of our pub- 
lie demonstrations, parades and proces- 
sions to an extent which threatens to 
hamper and embarrass those who are 
charged with the management of some 
of the most notable days of the exposi- 
tion. 

As matters now stand the regular mili- 
tia will not parade with the Gate City 
Guard on President’s day, because the 
Guard is a company outside of the state's 
organized volunteer soldiers. So the 
Guard will parade alone, and it is said 
that the regular companies will hold 
aloof. 

We do not propose to discuss the mer- 
its of the case, but it strikes us that it 
is a pity such a state of affairs should 
exist. The Gate City Guard is an old 
company of historic fame, and its splen- 
did discipline and fine appearance make 
it an imposing factor in any parade. If 
there is any way to settle or compromise 
the questions which now separate the 
Guard from the regular militia, our peo- 
ple would be glad to see an adjustment. 
It may be that the legal points involved 
make a speedy settlement impossible, 
and if this is so the situation is all the 
more unfortunate. We hope soon to see 
our gallant citizen soldiers reunited. 

The Fake Report Goes Visiting. 

In The Nashville American, The Lenis- 
ville Courier-Journal and other papers 
which print the news service of the As- 
sociated Press we find repeated the fake 
report that the Farmers’ National Con- 
gress defeated the resolution declaring 
for the free coinage of silver. Basing its 
statement on this fake report. The Ame- 
ican and other Associated Press papers, 
which do not publish the resolution 
adopted, head the canard which they 
spread as follows: “Their Forces Rout- 
ed. Farmers’ National Congress De- 
clares Against Free Silver. Resolutions 
Favoring Such Policy Overwhelmingly 
Defeated. Fight Was Squarely on the 
Merits of the Question.” 

Now, these papers are not to be blamed 
for their misleading headlines. They had 
received the fake report from the Asso- 
ciated Press, and relied absolutely on 
the aceuracy of that concern, notwith- 
standing some of its recent experiences, 
as, for instance, the report that the Brit- 


ish yacht had won in the first race for | 


the cup. 

We do not see what the Associated 
‘Press has to gain in thus lending itself 
to the circulation of news that is abso- 
lutely false. At the rate that things are 
now going the publie will be justified in 
doubting every piece of news that is sent 
out under the auspices of the associa- 


| tion, It is natural, of course, that an | M 


those whe eather the news for the press 
associations; but the matter to which 
we refer is not a mistake at all, but a 
| deliberate misrepresentation, having, for 
its purpose a desire to belittle the move- 
ment among the people for the restora- 
tion of silver as a money metal. 

What the Associated Press may or 
may not do is no concern of ours; but, as 
a part of the public , and in behalf of 
fair and honest methods, we may be per- 
mitted to regret that the concern in ques- 
tion allows itself to be made an er 
ment of misrepresentation. 

As The Constitution pointed out yes- 
terday, the Farmers’ National Congress 
did not declare against silver, but de- 
clared in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of the white 
metal. The resolution in which 
the declaration was made is as conservt- 
aive as it is emphatic, and is as follows: 

Resolved, That we favor the free and 
unlimited coinage of both silver and gold 
at an agreed ratio. guarded by an import 
duty upon foreign bullion and foreign 
coin equal to the difference between the 
bullion value and the coinage value of the 
metal at the date of importation, whenev- 
er the bullion value of the metal is less 
than its coin value. 

When the Farmers’ National Congress 
declared in favor of “the free and un- 
limited coinage of both silver and gold 
at a ratio to be agreed upon,” it an- 
nounced a platform on which every 
true friend of the people can stand. 

If, as the cuckoos and goldbug organs 
Say, the resolution is “a declaration 
against free silver,” they ought to be 
willing to indorse it. Will the euckoo 
organ in Atlanta indorse it? Will The 
Nashville American indorse it? Will any 
goldbug organ in any part of the country 
indorse the conservative and patriotic 
resolution of the Farmers’ National Con- 
gress? 

To ask the question is to answer it. 
The resolution declares that the congress 
is in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at a ratio to 
be agreed upon, while the goldbug and 
cuckoo organs are not in favor of making 
silver a part of our money of final pay- 
ment at any ratio. That constitutes the 
difference between those who advocate 
the interests of the masses and those 
who advocate the interests of the 
classes. 
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A Successful Reformer. 

Hon. John W. Goff, of New York, who 
is now visiting Atlanta, stands in the 
front rank of the sturdy reformers who 
are doing so much for law and order, 
honest methods and civilization itself. 

When the Lexow investigation started 
in New York Mr. Goff, who then held 
the position of assistant attorney, was 
entrusted with its conduct. At that time 
he was comparatively an unknown man, 
but his remarkable ability soon made 
him the foremost figure in the investiga- 
tion. His bold methods, searching ques- 
tions and fearless zeal broadened the 
scope of the undertaking, and our read- 
ers have not forgotten his signal success 
in exposing and punishing the corrup- 
tion in the police department and his 
reformation of other evils. Officials of 
high standing who had grown gray in 
the publie¢ service had their iniquities 
unveiled, and were knocked out of office 
and in some instances severely punished, 

The work of the Lexow committee was 
thorough, and the greater part of the 
credit undoubtedly belongs to Mr. Goff. 
Later he was made recorder, an office 
the term of which is fourteen years, as 
a deserved recognition of his services to 
the public, and in that responsible office 
he has won golden opinions. 

Recorder Goff is a reformer whose 
clear insight, force of character and sin- 
gle-hearted devotion to the cause of law 
and order and good morals entitle him to 
a high place in the regard of his fellow- 
citizens. Here in Atlanta Recorder Goff 
and his work are heartily appreciated.* 
because it has long been the policy of 
our authorities to wage war against the 
evils which he was so successful in sup- 
pressing in New York. It is not too 
much to say that his achievements have 
greatly strengthened the cause of public 
morals and clean-handed municipal gov- 
ernment throughout, the country. 

What One Farmer Has Done. 

The facts set forth by our Rome corre- 
spondent in regard to the wonderful suc- 
cess of Mr. Louis Treadaway, a farmer 
of Floyd county, ought to be a stimulus 
to all who are engaged in tilling the 
ground. 

Seven years ago Mr. Treadaway failed 
in business. To tse his own  ex- 
pression, he “bit off more than he 
could chew,” and so he -decided to 
begin over again, but in a differ- 
ent way. He went out about two 
miles and a half from Rome, bought 
forty acres of rocky hillside and sour 
marsh, and went to work on it without a 
dollar of capital. He operated it on the 
intensive plan, filled the gullies on the 
hillside, drained the marsh and made the 
land as rich as a garden. ‘r 

Of course this was not done in a day, 
or in a year, but it was done promptly 
enough and effectually enough to secure 
the best results. Last year Mr. Treada- 
way bought forty acres more for a grass 
lot for his cows. He manages his 
farm so that he has something to sell 
the year ’round, and year in and year 
out his wagon goes to Rome twice a 
day. By a system of crop rotation he 
keeps his land constantly producing 
something and constantly growing rich- 
er. He raises his. own bacon from the 
refuse of the dairy and the waste vege- 
tables that are not marketable. 

Although Mr. Treadaway’s strawberry 
crop was cut short by the late frost last 
spring, he picked enough berries from 
one acre to bring him in $800. He will 
have another acre in bearing next year, 
and from the two he hopes to realize at 
least $2.000. 

Last season he found that lettuce was 
one of the best paying crops. He had a 
bed ten feet wide and 100 feet long, and 
from that he sold $200 worth during 
the late winter and early spring months. 
In addition to this he sold about $200 
worth of tomatoes from an acre patch. 

The figures we have given do not in- 
elnde fhe returns from his Irish pota- 
toes, cnbbages, turnins, onions and sweet 
potatoes, all of which were very satis- 
factory.

We refer to Mr. Treadaway’s success 
for the purpose of emphasizing the fact 
that every farmer who lives within ten 
miles of a good market can do equally 
as well, or, at any rate, relieve himself 
of the strain and tension of depending 
on cotton as a money crop. 

There is not a city in the state where 
the market has ever been overcrowded 
with fresh and sound vegetables. It is 
evident that Mr. Treadaway carries only 
the best to market, 'feeding the rest to 
his pigs, and making more profit in that 
way than if he had hauled the inferior 
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r factories, thus ‘madgaiibiniog our raw 


material at home and give employ- 
ment to our labor. This will build up 
towns and cities and create profitable 
home markets for our farmers. Then, 


if our manufacturers act in concert, they 


will be able to expedite the Nicaragua 
canal, which will afford cheap and quick 
transportation between the Atlantic and 
gulf ports and the countries bordering 
on the Pacific. We are about to reach 
out for the trade of the 600,000,000 peo- 
ple in the orient and South America, 
and Georgia should have her share of 
it. With the raw material here, cheap 
labor and fuel, fine water power and 
good distributing facilities there is no 
reason why our state should not come 
to the front in a dozen important

We have never advised our farmers to 
discontinue the planting of cotton, but 
only to make it a surplus crop. Mr. 
Treadaway is so close to a profitable 
market that he doesn’t need to raise any 
cotton atall. Fresh and wholesome veg- 
etables, selected with an eye to the tastes 
of customers, c@mmand good cash prices 
the year ’round. 

A great many farmers are so situated 
that they cannot raise vegetables for 
market profitably, but even these might 
make a snug little sum eyery year by 
raising the smaller fruits, such as straw- 
berries, raspberries and the like, which 
always command a premium in the mar- 
ket. 

On the other hand, every farmer who 
is in easy reach of a market can make a 
great deal more money by raising vege- 
tables than he can by raising cotton. 
The work is more constant, but to a man 
properly constituted it ought to be a 
pleasure.

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The Greenback Currency. 

Mr. Carlisle went to Boston the other 
day for the purpose of formally opening 
the campaign for the retirement of the 
greenabcks. The secretary is a very 
plausible speaker, but the case he made 
out against the greenbacks will not hold 

rater. 

A while ago it was the purchase of 
Silver bullion with treasury notes that 
was “the disturbing element” in our cur- 
rency—the element, in other words, that 

caused the raids on the gold reserve. Ihe 
purchasing clause was repealed, and the 
gold continued to go out more rapidly 
than ever. 

Mr. Carlisle now says that the green- 
backs are “the disturbing element.” In 
the course of his remarks.he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that since the resump- 
tion of specie payments the sum of $386.,- 
000,000 has been presented for redemp- 
tion in gold, and they are still outstand- 
On this account he thinks’ the 
greenbacks cannot’ be regarded as a 
cheap currency. 

The impression that Mr. Carlisle tried 
to leave on the minds of his audience 
was that after the government had re- 
deemed the greenbacks in gold it paid 
them out again, receiving nothing in re- 
turn. Asa matter of fact, as even Hor- 
ace White could tell Mr. Carlisle, when 
the government paid out the $386,000,000 
of greenbacks that it ha@ redeemed in 
gold it got back the value of 100 cents 
for each dollar. That being so, where 

was the loss? 

There is another fact worthy of note, 
namely: that although the greenbacks 
have been the mainstay of our currency 
for more than thirty years, not a dollar 
of bonds was issued for their redemption 
until Mr, Carlisle violated the law by in- 


_terpreting the word “coin” to mean gold 


alone, and not gold and silver. For this 
the greenbacks are not to blame. What- 
ever is wrong can be traced to the mis- 
management of the treasury.

On the 24th and 25th of this month 
the Georgia Association of Manufactur- 
ers will hold its first annual convention 
in the auditorium at Exposition park.

protection of both private and corporate 
capital and for the promotion of home 
manufacturing; the cultivation of in- 
timate and friendly relations among the 
members of the association, the promo- 
tion of a patriotic spirit among our peo- 
ple that shall encourage them to pat- 
ronize home industries, and co-opera- 
tion with the National Association of 


Manufacturers in their efforts to broad-‘ 


en our markets by promoting the success 
of our merchant marine. 

The association will urge the comple- 
tion of the Nicaragua.eanal by the 
United States “government and its con- 
trol by the government. It will dis- 
courage sensational and unwise methods 
in the promotion of industry, and it will 
strive to educate the producer to an in- 
telligent appreciation of the fact that 
the manufacturer is not, as the politician 
teaches, his enemy, but a friend who de- 
velops a home market for his product. 

Only a few months ago the association 
held its first meeting and organized. 
Its members showed so much interest 
in its line of work that they raised the 
money and completed the Georgia Mannu- 
facturers’ building at .the exposition 
grounds, and made it one of the hand- 
somest edifices there. They have filled 
this building with exhibits of every 
character of cotton and woolen fabrics 
and cordage, flour’ mill and saw mill 
machinery, agricultural implements and 
machinery, engines and boilers, furni- 
ture and countless other articles. It is 
impossible to view what they have ac- 
complished in a few months of organized 
work without looking forward to mar- 
velous achievements in the future, if 
they will continue to pull together. 

It is of the highest importance that our 
mannfacturers and people generally 
should take an interest in the work of 
this association. Georgia has outgrown 
the purely agricuitural period. and It is 
now evident that we must diversify our

The refusal of the roads south of the 
Ohio, it is said, blocks the Pennsylvania, 
Monon, Chicago and Eastern Illinois and 
Big Four, which are all anxious to run 
through trains from Chicago. 

Chicago is trying to establish closer 
business relations with the South At- 
lantic states, but the existing system of 
freight rates stands in the way, and it is 
charged that the roads south of the Ohio 
refuse to join in an adequate train ser- 
vice, even to the Atlanta exposition. If 
they would consent to through car con- 
nections they would greatly aid the ex- 
position and quicken the relations be- 
tween the south and west. 

If this is a correct statement of the 
case we believe that the southern roads 
in question are pursuing a short-sighted 
policy. They should meet the Chicago 
lines half way and furnish Chicago and 
Atlanta with an adequate service. They 
have heretofore made the plea that stich 
a service would be an extra expense, and 
the roads interested threaten that if one 
road starts through trains the others will 
do the same, and that’ there is not 
enough business for four through sched- 
ules. This is all wrong. The great west 
and the great south are building up rap- 
idly, and with better freight rates and 
through trains business would be great- 
ly stimulated. 

Three trunk lines of railways leading 
out of Atlanta to New York all run 


through cars and there is no complaint | 


The same facilities between At- 
e feel assured would 
be benefjcial to the northwestern and 
south Atlantic states and - profitable to 
the transportation lines after a fair trial. 
We hope that the railways will do the 
right thing, and give Chicago through 
cars south. The Chicago Times-Herald’s 
through fast train last year showed what 
could be done. It left Chicago one morn- 
ing and that night the Chicago papers 
of that day were selling on Atlanta’s 
streets. It will not satisfy the people to 
offer close connections at the Ohio river. 
These days people expect through cars 
when they are possible, and if they are 
not furnished it makes a difference in 
travel and traffic. This may be only a 
sentiment, but sentiment controls human 
affairs,“and it must be respected.

Murror @s sucn things can we uvuc. There 
has been no serious difficulty attendant 
upon its use in New York. I should be 
glad to see all of our states adopt it. it 
would be a step in the direction of civili- 
zation. 

- A Man Hung in Wyoming. 

“IT went out to a prison near Faris and 
saw the guillotine. It was horrible. I 
know of the barbarous custom of shooting 
men to death; that is too uncertain, Hang- 
ing is frightful. I remember a story of a 
cattle thief who was hung in Wyoming. 
He was at last caught and when they 
surrounded him he said that if he had 
kept to his legitimate profession of cattle 
stealing he would have been safe, but in 
an evil moment he stole a man’s wife. 
That was a clue. He was caught. They 
hung him on a gallows. When he was 
just ready to be swung off they gave him 
an opportunity to say something. ‘Ladies 
and gentlemen,’ he said, ‘as this is the 
last opportunity I will have to address 
you I would like to say a few words on 
the tariff quest—.’ He didn't finish the 
sentence. The trap fell.” 

Why Atlanta? 

Mr. Goff is immensely pleased with 
‘Atlanta. 

“When I am in a strange city,” said 
he, “I make it a point to get up early in 
the morning and see the place wake up— 
see the life develop. I got up early this 
morning and I must say that I was amazed 
at the busy views presented. Your people 
are live. They do not slink lazily along 
the street, they walk with snap, energy 
and life. They look as men who have 
something to do. To be candid, I expected 
to find Atlanta a rather sleepy and slow- 


going town. I find the life and activity 


of New York here. It takes but a glimpse 
to show you that this city is alive; that 
its people are wide awake. 

He Finds a Reason. 

“T was at a loss to find a reason for 
Atlanta’s being. This city is distinctive 
for no single product and for no great 
industry. It is not a great cotton mar- 
ket, not a great manufacturing point, not 
a, great agricultural city, not a mining 
center. With no river and far removed 
from the sea, and without any of the 
great advantages I have named I was at 
a loss to account for the city’s greatness. 
I see a great city. I see @ population 
here beckoning to the world to come and 
see. I see a strong, ambitious people, and 
I see the best city I have yet seen in 
the south. What reason is at the basis 
of this town’s growth? The only con- 
clusion that. a logical man can reach is 
that men have made it. Men, men—there’s 
the secret of this city’s life and growth. 
It has a great future. I see great things 
in store for this place. I see why it was 
Atlanta and not Charleston, Savannah or 
Chattanooga grew into greatness and took 
a place among the powerful cities of 
America.”’ 

Likes Our Politics. 

Mr. Goff did not fail to get a clear idea 

of how Atlanta courts and Atlanta politics 
are run. 
“When I am in a new city,” said he, “‘I 
read the papers closely, very closely. I 
read The Constitution this morning, ad- 
vertisements and all, In that way you 
gain a clear idea of the character of a 
city and its people. 

“The most striking, the most powerful 
and healthy thing I saw in your paper 
this morning were the six announcements 
from the candidates for councilmen and 
aldermen, ‘Subject to the action of the 
executive committee I hereby announce 
myself a candfdate.’ I like that. I ike 
the idea of coming out before the people 
and giving the people an opportunity to 
judge, weigh and compare you. Its an 
appeal to the people—all the people. It’s 
healthy. 

The New York Way. 

“In New York it happens that a candi- 
date who has never been mentioned be- 
fore the people is nominated. District 
politicians make up @ slate and the peo- 
ple have too little voice. Surprises are 
the thing there. Your style encourages in- 
dividualism. I like that. The people 
weigh and consider the man. If he is 
found wanting, you put him aside. How 
impossible is it for a disreputable char- 
acter to issue one of those announcements, 
go before the people and win. I like tne 
straightforward, honest, open method that 
makes direct appeal to the people.

There will be not less than Jalf a dozen 
splendid bands in the parade and the air 
will be vibrant with the sounds of martial 
music, while the well-paved streets will 
almost tremble beneath the heavy tread 
of the long line of soldiery. 

The Fifth Regiment Georgia Volunteers 
have been invited to take part on presi- 
dent’s day. Despite the fact that the Fifth 
Regiment Volunteers did not take cogni- 
zance of the fact that the Gate City Guard 
is a military organiation on the opening 
day and on Liberty bell day, the members 
of the Guard say that they want the com- 
panies in the Fifth Regiment Volunteers 
to join with them. 

No answer has been received from the 
Fifth regiment as yet and Colonel J. F. 
Burke, who is marshal of the day for the 
occasion, igs anxious to learn what the 
action of the Fifth regiment volunteers 
will be. He wishes to afpign to them a 
prominent place in the parade, but has 
not as yet heard from the officers as to 
what they will do. 

Colonel W. Jl... Kellogg, commandant at 
Fort McPherson, has accepted the invita- 
tion of the Gate City Guard and will mus- 
ter his men in handsome uniform, headed 
by* the magnificent band of the post, and 
play a most conspicuous part in the pro- 
cession. The Fifth United States infantry 
will make the same superb showing on 
this occasion that it always does. 

The Artillery in Line. 

The two detached companies in Atlanta 
have been invited also.

*Mr. J. P. Chisholm Awarded Damages , 


Against Mr. Norcross. 


GETS INTEREST UNTIL IT’S PAID | 


A Verdict Reached After Three Hours 
Deliberation Yesterday—Sealed 
Verdict in the Albert Case. 


In the suit of J. P. Chisholm against Mr. 
Johnathan Norcross, in the city court, 
which has been on trial about ten days, a 
verdict was reached yesterday in favor of 
the plaintiff. Mr. Chisholm was awarded 
$5,705.75 and interest on the amount from 
the date of the judgment until it is paid. 

The suit attracted considerable atten- 
tion by reason of the unusual grounds on 
which it was based. Mr. J. P. Chisholm 
owned a very fine soda fount which was 
ruined in the fall of the Norcross building, 
on Marietta street, some time ago. The 
fount was broken to pieces in the crash 
of the building and Mr. Chisholm held the 
owner of the building responsible. 

Some time ago a suit for $10,000 damages 
was filed by Mr. Chisholm against Mr. 
Norcross. The case was taken up 
before Judge Van Epps over a week ago 
and it occupied the time of the court until 
yesterday afternoon. Judge Van Epps 
charged the jury yesterday morning, and 
after three hours’ deliberation a verdict 


allowing Mr. Chisholm the amount stated 
was brought in. 

Mr. Chisholm was represented by Cal- 
houn, King & Spalding. Mr. Norcross’s 
side of the case was looked after by Hill- 
yer, Alexander & Lumpkin and John B. 
Goodwin. | 

About a Hole in the Street. 

Henry Hackett was given a verdict of 
$25 against the city by a jury in Judge 
Westmoreland’s court yesterday. The suit 
was for $1,000 for personal injuries receiv- 
ed by a fall caused by an alleged hole in 
the street. Hackett sets up a claim that 
the city knowingly and willfully allowed 
a hole to remain in a certain section of De- 
catur street.

AT LAST HE GETS A PARDON 


Convicted Upon Circumstantial Evi- 
dence and at First Sentenced 
to Death. 


The governor has granted a pardon to 
Charles Kelly, who has been in the peni- 
tentiary for twenty-three years. 

Kelly’s case is one that has attracted 
& great deal of attention. tie was charged 
in 1872 with the murder of Captain Harde- 
man, of Newton county. The evidence 
against him was circumstantial, but he 
Was convicted and sentenced to death. 
The case was taken to the supreme court, 


where the ijivdement was affirmed, but the |

sentence. Judge John I. Hall, who was 
then presidiag judge, but who did not 
preside at the first trial, sent Kelly to the 
penitentiary for life. 

Isham Kelly, the father of Charles, was

the fact. His trial did not, however, come 
off for two years. The case against the 
two men was practically the same, but 
several points were brought out at the 
second trial favorable to the defense, of 


which Charles Kelly did not have the ad- 
vantage on his trial. In his effort, for in- 
stance, to prove an alibi, there Was an 
impeachment of his witnesses without no- 
tice to him, and it was impossible for him 
to get testimony to the contrary from the 
people who were best able to give it, as 
they lived ten or twelve miles in the coun- 
try. An 
to impeach these same witnesses failed ig- 
nominiously. 

The strong point made at the 
Charles Kelly was the introduction of a 
Jetter throwing suspicion upon other peo- 
ple. It was testified that the handwriting 
of that note was Charles Kelly's. 
tested his innocence. 

At the trial of his father 
man of the county, a Mr. Jones, swore 
that he had himself written the note and 
that Charles Kelly had never known any- 
thing about it. The father’s case resuited 
first in a mistrial and the second time in: 
a complete acquital. 

The governor recites these facts in his 
order issued yesterday. He states that 
Charles Kelly is now an old man. He has 
done twenty-three years of service in the 
coal mines and is now broken down physic- | 
ally and broken in spirits. All of the at- 
torneys who are interested in the case on 
both sides ask that the pardon be granted 
and the petition has strong local back- 
ing. An: effort was made to secure this 
pardon several years ago, but it failed for 
lack of action. All of the penitentiary 
officials who have been familiar with the 
case have favored that the pardon be 
granted. 

Some Pension Figures. 

The pension question will be one of the 
important ones to be considéred by the legis- 
lature. Already there is a good deai of 
discussion about the capitol and through- 
out the state as to what will be done with 
regard to the indigent pension provided 
for at the last session. 

That act, it will be remembered, provided 
for the raymedt! of $60 each ‘to all of the 
old soldiers who, from age and poverty, 
blindness and poverty or physical weak- 
ness ahd poverty, were unable*to make a 
living. “It was estimated hy’*the advocates 
of the measure that 500 at the outside 


under this head. The result is well 
known. Instead of 50, the applications 
have run considerably over 4,000, and 2,000 
of these have been approved by Judge 
Johnson, who has charge of -the pension 
department. Of course it was impossible, 
under the -circumstances to pay all of 
them, as the limit of the amount to be 
used was $30,000, and the act states definite- 
ly that they shall pay $60 to each man. 

The applications for these pensions con- 
tinue to come in each day, and it is: esti- 
mated that by the time the legislature 
convenes there will be 2,200 or more who 
have proven their right to the pension. 
The question which will present itself, 
therefore, will be whether there shall be 
an additional) appropriation or whether 
the entire act shall be repealed. It seems 
hardly probable that this latter step will 
be taken. Some members of the legisia- 
ture are in favor of making the appro- 
priation for this year of $60 to each man, 
but discontinuing it after that. The same 
state of affairs presented itself when tne 
first appropriation for widows was made 
and the result was that the pension was 
continued, although it was cut down from 
$100, as contemplated, to $60 a year. 

The number of widows to whom pen- 
sions have been granted this year is 3,930: 
in 1894 it was 3,994, and in 1893 it! was 4,060. 
There have been during the year 149 
deaths and eighty-three new claims, which 
makes a net loss of sixty-four. The claims 
under this act continue to come in. ‘rhe 


ninety-eight, and Carroll comes third with 
eighty-eight. Camden has the smallest 
number—two. 

There has been an increase in the num- 
ber of pensions granted to soldiers under 
the invalid pension act. In i893 there were 
3,222; in 1894, 3,235, and in 1895, 3,369. Tne 
amount of appropriation for 1893 was $1%9,- 
009; for 1894, $185,000, and for 1895, $190,000. in 
each year the amount appropriated has 
been totally exausted. A few unpaid 
claims are now pending. Thers were <i5 
new claims this year over last. Fulton 
county has 137 pensioners under this act; 
Mcintosh and Charlton have none.

He met his son on the street, 
and, drawing a revolver, he attempted to 
shoot him. Albert had him arrested, and 
he was sent to the island for a month. 

August 30th was Mrs. Wittcinsky’s sixty- 
eighth birthday, and it was her intention 


to celebrate it in a small way. The hus- 
band heard of it, and at 8 o’clock that 
morning he came around to the house

“I hope your holiday has been a pleas- 
ant one,” he said as he went down the 
stairs. 

Although the woman was afraid of him, 
she determined, on the advice of” - her 
friends, to try-to make him contribute to 
her support. For eight months he had not 
paid her.a penny, so, on Thursday, she 
went to Jefferson Market court and got a 
warrent for his arrest for non-support. 
She sent thé paper to him by her grand- 
son. Yesterday morning Wittcinsky went 
to the house in which his wife lives short- 
ly after § o’clock. He did not find her in, 
and his actions were so strange that the 
other tenants were afraid of him. He call- 
ed again twic: before 10 o’clock. At il 
o’clock Mrs. Wittcinsky came home, and 
the neighbors warned her against her hus- 
band. The woman had almost made up 
her mind to leave the house, when her 
husband entered the room. 

“What do you mean by this?’ he cried, 
shaking the warrant in her face. 

“I will tell you about it,’’ she said, sooth- 
ingly, “if you will only keep quiet.”’ 

But the man was not to be restrained. 
He grasped the woman by the throat and 
shcok her until her bones ached. Then he 
threw her from him and her head struck 
the leg of the stove, stunning her for an 
instant. But fear revived her quickly, and 
she struggled to her feet and ran toward 
the door.

Leaders of the Nation Are Sitting in 
Judgment and Are Deliberating 
On the Verdict. 


The men who are to pass judgment upon 
the merits of ths exhibits that are dis- 
played at the exposition began their work 
yesterday and will inspect every building 
and every exhibit until their task has been 
accomplished. 

The jury of awards, which is composed 
of one of the most distinguished bodies of 
men that have ever been called together, 
met yesterday afternoon and formally or- 
gapized. 7 

A morning session was called, but as 
only a few kad reached the exposition 
grounds, the meeting was adjourned until 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. This morn- 
ing the various groups selected from the 
general jury will actively begin their work 
in the lines to which they have been ap- 
pointed. 

It would be impossible to select a more 
distinguished body of men than is the jury 
of award. From almost every state in the 
union and followers of almost every call- 
ing the men have been carefully seleéted 
for the special duties that will be under 
their jurisdiction. 

Men of.science and wealth, of arts and 
mechanics, men of wisdom and great learn- 
ing have come to pass upon the merits of 
the exposition and award the diplomas 
and medals to those exhibits that are 
worthy of such honors, and also to make 

honorable mention of exhibits that are real- 
ly good but that are outclassed by the ones 
to which the award of medals is made. 

Early yesterday morning President Daniel 
Cc. Gilman, commissioner of awards, reach- 
ed the city and was driven to the Aragon. 
On later trains other members of the jury 
came into the city. The jurors were met 
at the train by Professor J. Howard Gore, 
who had preceded the party. Many of the 
jurors had traveled several hundred miles 
and as the trains on which some of them 
arrived were late, it was decided that the 
organization of the jury should be post- 
poned until a later hour in the afternoon. 
There were many jurors, however, who 
did not know of the postponement of the 
meeting and they repaired to the exposition 
grounds just as soon as the city was 
reached. 

President Gilman went out to the grounds 
early yesterday morning and had been 
casting his trained eye about the grounds, 
looking at the exhibits that™he happened 
to see. At the hour of 11 o’clock, he 
reached the room of Secretary Hopkins in 
the administration building, and talked 
the matter of organization over with those 
who were present. As the hour was rapid- 
ly slipping by and the majority of the 
jurors were in the city, it was decided that 
it would be best to postpone the hour of 
meeting until 4 o’clock and notify all the 
members of this action. Many, however, 
were present in the office of Secretary 
Hopkins, and an informal meeting was held 
at noon. The meeting was in the nature 
of a reception and all those who weBSe 
present were introduced and the exposition 
in general was talked about.

The 
jury is composed of representative men of 
the United States and is gone of the pest 
bodies that has ever been entrusted with 
the work of passing judgment upon the 
merits of the displays of an exposition. 

Nearly every member of the jury was 
present when President Gilman called the 
meeting to order. 

“As you have traveled several hundred 
miles and have come from all parts of 
the country, I congratulate you upon tne 
promptness with which you have assembled 
this afternoon,” said President Gilman, 

“The exposition is fortunate in having 
secured the services of so able a’ body, 
and I am sincere when I say that the 
duties and responsibilities that you have 
assumed will be faithfully and efficiently 
discharged. I would suggest that the 
proper way for the work of the organiza- 
tion to proceed is by calling the roll. It 
may impress you that we have opened a 
school when I request each man to stand 
when his name is called, but that is about 
the best plan to follow, and then we will 
know we are all here and will also be 
enabled to see who is who.’’ 

Mr. Atkinson’s Name Called. — 

President Giman, looking through the 
nose glasses, smiled as he pronounced the 
first name. It reminded him, he said, of 
old school days. All smiled, and as each 
name was called promptly responded. 
President Gilman would distinctly  pro- 
nounce the name, and then would intro- 
duce the person who responded Several 
witty things were said by the speaker as 
he introduced the jury and proceeded to 
call the roll. When the name of Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson was reached Mr. Gilman 
said that the distinguished gentleman 
whose name had just been called had 
kindly consented to meet with them, and 
he knew he would be present if Alladin’s 
lamp continued to burn. Mr. Atkinson, the 
inventor of the now famous lamp, lauglied 
heartily at the unique introduction and 
bowed low to Mr. Gilman. 

“Is ex-Governor Bullock present?” 
Mr. Gilman, as he repeated the name. 

“He is detained in a distant city,” said 
President Collier, ‘“‘on account of illness. 
I have with me a letter from him ex- 
pressing his regrets that he is denied 
the pleasure of meeting with, the jury. 
The letter states that he is improving and 
hopes soon to be able to return to the 
expcsition,”’ 

The jurors cheered the remarks in refer- 
erce to his expected return of health. | 

With kindly words of introduction and 
s°me reference to the past work of each 
member, the roll call was concluded. 

Welcomed to the Exposition. 

President C. A. Collier, in behalf of the 
exposition, welcomed the jurors to Atlanta 
und thanked them for their consideration 
in accepting the requcst to act on the 
jury of awards. 

President ColHer said: 

“I was not notified that I was to make 
an address to the jurors until a few min- 
utes ago, but if I had been given one 
month in which to prepare an address I 
would not have been able to express tne 
welcome that I have in my heart and tlie 
cordial hospitality that it is my pleasure 
to extend to you. When I went to New 
York to see Dr. Gilman in reference to 
the formation and organization of the 
jury of awards he accepted at once and 
all work was accomplished relative to the 
matter in ample time to have enabled me 
to take the return train home. His ac- 
ceptance has been greatly appreciated and 
I wish to thank him and all the distinguish- 
ed members for their compliance with our 
request. I am sure a more intelligent and 
experienced jury could not have been ob- 
taine@ and I congratulate the exposition 
in having selected Dr. Gilman as president 
of the board and I congratulate him in 
having selected’ you as members of tle 
jury. I candidly believe that the publica- 
tion of the list of these notable gentiemen 
who sit before me has done much to ad- 
vertise the exposition. Your indorsement 
has helped us and has been beneiicial in 
makirg others have more coniidence in 
the success of our great work. We are 
here to serve ycu as well as you are here 
to serve us.

I welcome 
you to the hospitality of Atlanta and as- 
sure you that you are thrice welcome.

Dr. Hopkins Talks of the Work. 

Dr. Isaac 8. Hopkins, president of the 
Georgia School of Technoiogy and secre- 
tary of the jury of awards, was introduced 
by President Gilman. 

Dr. Hopkins said that he had been very 
busily engaged in the work of preparing 
for the coming of the jurors. 

“J have endeavored to arrange every 
detail and make the work that you will 
perfcrm as light as possible. The aids I 
have selected will furnish you all the in- 
formation that may be required and will

essist you in every way possible. They 


will cenduet you to the verious exhibits 
and when anything turns up that you do 
not exactly understand they will be on hand 
to render any aid you may, require.”’ 

Dr. Hopkins then outlined the work 
he had accomplished as secretary and 
infcrmed the board that he was in his 
office for the purpose of doing anything 
he could to help them in making the duties 
as light and as pleasant as possible. 

To Meet at 10 a. m. Each Day. 

President Gilman thought it would be a 
good idea for the jurors to meet at the 
office of President Collier every morning 
at 10 o’clock. The meeting is not to be a 
formal session, but members will drop in. 
and ask instructions and will also confer 
with each other in the work of placing 
awards.

The list of juries that will have special 
assignments was then read, but requested 
not to be published as the lists were incom- 
plete. The lists will be added to or taken 
from until the groups afte so arranged as 
to facilitate the work as much as possi- 
ble. There will be a general jury, or rather 
a higher jury, under whose supervision im- 
portant matters will come. It is wery prob- 
able that General Henry L. Abbott, of the 
United States engineer service, will be 
elected chairman of this higher jury. 

The Jurors Will Be Very Liberal. 

The jury groups will be small and Dr. Gil- 
man asked them to meet in an informal 
Way as often as they could. He wished the 
work to be done promptly. 

“A good deal of dissatisfacfion was oc- 
casioned at the Columbian fair on account 
of the long delay in making awards. I 
don’t want this to occur at the Atlanta ex- 
position. Now let us get to work and fin- 
ish by November Ist. 

“The estimates of the merit of the ex- 
hibits will be liberally made. This is not 
a competitive show and we have no in- 
struments with us for the exact compari- 
son of exhibits. We are not in a position to 
Say that this piano is better than another 
piano or that one lens is far superior to 
another. So let us be liberal and award 
a medal only to those exhibits that really 
‘excel. i am in favor of giving honorable 
mention to- any exhibit that is deserving. 
It is almost impossible to go by any estab- 
lished rule, as the exhibits are too varied. 
Therefore, I will leave everything to the 
jury and ask them to perform their ‘work 
conscientiously. : 

“Atlanta has done a great work. The 
new south, unveiled, is presented to us 
in a gorgeous array, and I would like for 
the jury to be conservative and liberal 
in their estimates as regards the merits of 
the exhibits. The arrangements for the 
medals have not been left with me, but Iam 
informed that they are now being prepared, 
if, however, they should not be received 
by November Ist, certificates that are now 
being made will be issued, which will make 
the awards, and*these certificates will be 
forwarded exhibitors telling of the work 
of the jury and will be taken up by the 
medals and diplomas as soon as they can 
be received and delivered. All entries have 
been made and we have been authorized 
to go ahead and make awards just as fast 
as we can.”

The County School Commissioners Have 
Perfected Organization, 


THEY HAD A BUSY DAY OF IT 


An Early Start and Some Hard Work. 
Governor Atkinson Talks on 
Higher Education,

The county school commissioners got to 
work early yesterday morning, transacted 
@ lot of business, affected a permanent or- 
ganization, listened to an excellent speech 


from the governor upon the subject of ed- 


ucation, wound up their business ana 
spent the afternoon viewing the glories of 
the great exposition, 


The personnel of the convention was such | 


as to show that the public schools of Geor- 
gia are centainly in excellent hands. The 
tien who composed it were all representa- 
tive Georgians and as its work developed 
® proved that they were thorough business 
men, not inclined to chase after any isms, 
put essentially practical. 
An Early Morning Session. 

They were aii on hand at & o'clock and 
Wasted no time with preliminaries. 

The first matter that came up was the re- 
port of the committee on permanent organ- 
ization, of which Mr. M. B. Dennis, of Put- 
yam, Was Chairman. The report was favor- 
able to @ permanent organization, and in 
making its suggestions for ofiicers, the 
State school commissioner was recommend- 
ed as ex-officio president and the assistant 
state school commissioner as ex-ofticio sec- 
retary and treasurer. It was provided that 
there should be one vice president from 
each congressional district,.the executive 
committee to consist of five members and a 
legisiative committee to consist of five 
members, 

This report was adopted and then the re- 


‘port of the transportation committee, of 


which Mr. Duggan was chairman, was re- 
ceived. The committee had asked from the 
railroads the same rate for the children of 
ihe schools that is offered to military com- 
panies—l cent a mile. The railroads through 
their association declared that it was im- 
possible to grant this rate except for chil- 
dren under twelve years old; but it is left 
With each of the commissioners to take it 
up With the railroads with which they have 
to deal. 
Legislative Changes Suggested. 

- Commissioner Glenn read tne report of 
the committee on legislation, which was 
taken up by sections. 

The first section provided that a law 
should define a school month and that &t 
should decide that to consist of twenty 
school days. This was adopted. 

The question of county line schools came 
up, and after considerable discussion and 
the submission of, several propositions it 
was decided to recommend that children at- 
tend the school that is most convenient to 
them, and should use the books adopted 
for that school by the proper authorities 
ef the county in which the school was lo- 
cated. There has been considerable misun- 
derstanding in the past about these county 
line schools. There are schools l6cated near 
a county line, which are attended by pupils 
from across the line, and it is believed by 
the commissioners that this recommenda- 


tion will settle the difficulty. > 


Another section which caused quite a 
lively discussion, was that providing for 
local taxation and the building up of local 
aid for the schools. The section recom- 
mended that a tax of 3 mills he lev- 
ied in each county, the money to be retain- 

in that county and added to the present 
School fund. It was argued by some of the 
commissioners that the people did not want 
any more taxation and that the trouble now 
is that many of them did not take advan- 
tage of the facilities offered them. But the 
advocates of local taxation prevailed, the 


roll call showing sixty-nine in favor of it to. 


thirty-nine against it. 
_. The Governor Speaks. 

A committee consisting ef Messrs. Gor- 
man, of Tolbert, Wilson of Jackson and 
Baker of Wilkinson, was appointed to wait 
on Governor Atkinson and invite him to 
éddress the body. 

“The governor responded and wag greeted 
enthusistically. He made a strong speech 
in favor of the perfection of the school 
Bystem of the state. He favored the addi- 
tional county tax idea as not only provid- 
ing money that was needed, but as bring- 
ing renewed and personal interest to the 
support of the schools. He urged ‘the coun- 
ty commissioners to bend their best efforts 
to the upbuilding of the pubuic school sys- 
tem, but at the same time told them that 
they must not forget that the public school 
Bystem was but the basis of a perfect school 


system. He argued that it was the state’s 


duty to educate its children and that not 
only the primary education should be free, 
but that the higher education should be 
free to all of tho8e who might desire to 
take it. The educational system must not 
be incomplete. He argued in favor of the 
local tax very strongly. 

Governor Atkinson was warmly ap- 
plauded in his utterances. When he had 
concluded a recess was taken-and each of 
the commissioners was introduced to him 
and some little time was spent in social 


chat. 
The Book Question Up. 

‘When the meeting was called to order a 
paragraph of the report of the committee 
on legislation advocating that the county 
schools should handle their books direct 
from the publishers created a good deal of 
debate. After the pros and cons had been 
argued at some length the proposition was 
voted down, 

A resolution was adopted that each coun- 
ty commissioner should have his seal with 
which to stamp licenses. 

‘the matter of the approval of the ac- 
counts of the school commissioners by the 
grand jury was taken up and the body de- 
cided to recommend that the certificate of 
the county school commissioner should be 
sufficient. 

A resolution was adopted that the state 
school commissioner should prepare a brief 
of his recommendations with regard to the 
increase of pay of the county school com- 
missioners and should ask the legislature 
to fix a salary for these officials or to in- 
crease their fees.

A motion to make the school age from six 
to twenty, instead of from six to eighteen, 
as it is at present, was lost. 

A motion was then made to adjourn this 
meeting for the purpose of perfecting the 
organization provided for in the report of 
the committee on organization; but before 
this was doné Commissioner Glenn spoke 
briefly thanking the commissioners for their 
presence, and saynig that he believed the 
organization could be made of great value 
to the schools. 

Mr. Wooding, of Banks, responded in a 
few words on behalf of the commissioners, 
thanking Commissioner Glenn for calling 
them together and expressing appreciation 
of his courtesy and consideration as their 
presiding officer and also extending hearty 
thanks to Assistant State School (&mmis- 
sioner Guinn. A regolution to the same 
effect was introduced by Mr. Warren. of 
Emanuel and was unanimously adopted. 


A Permanent Organization Formed. 

Immediateiy after adjournment the for- 
mality of calling the members tegether 
again for permanent organization Was gone 
through with. It was provided that the 
president, who, as above stated, is state 
School Commissioner Glenn, should ap- 
Point vice presidents. The executive com- 
mittee of which the state commissioner is 
ex-officio chairman, consists of Mr. Dennis 
of Putnam, Mr. Roberts of Burke, Mr. Pol- 
hill of Worth, Mr. Howigael of Polk and Mr. 
Bernard of Clark. The president is to ap- 
point the legislative committee. 

At 2 o’clodck the members of the 
body met at the Markham house and 
went to the exposition grounds, where they 
spent the rest of the afternoon, many of 
them remaining to the fireworks at night. 
They were all enthusiastic over the show, 
declaring that it was much greater than 
they had anticipated. 


THE LASH APPLIED 
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Mrs. Chamberlin Became Angered at 
Something She Heard and a 
Lively Scene Followed. 


Brandishing a brand new horse whip, 
Mrs. Thomas Chamberlin went in questi of 
her husband last night. Findigg him at a 
house in the western part of the city, she 
applied the lash vigorously, indignantly 
and with painful effect. 

The scene on the front porch of the 
house was sensational and exciting. With 
burning words of anger Mrs. Chamberlin 
heaped upon her husband the full vent of 
her feelings, at the same time applying 
the new horse whip with all the force 
that she could command. 

The trouble occurred at the corner of 
Newton and Haynes streets. Chamberlin 
boards at the house with Mrs. Foster. 
While he was at supper last night Mrs. 
Chamberlin knocked at the door and when 
it was opened by her husband, she be- 
gan to lay on a vigorous lashing with 
whip and tongue. A daughter of Mrs. Fos- 
ter, Miss Mamie, ran to the door and she, 
too, received a share of the effects of Mrs, 
Chamberlin’s wrath, verbal and physical, it 
is said. 

It seems that Mrs. Chamberlin and her 
husband parted about a year ago. The 
pair have not lived together since. Mrs. 
Chamberlin heard that her husband had 
been talking about her and she set out for 
satisfaction, The police have her word 
for it. 

Mrs. Chamberlin has been attending a 
sick man on Marietta street, it is said. 
Last night she became angry at some- 
thing which came to her about her hus- 
band and grabbing a whip from a store 
she set out to find her erstwhile partner 
in life. On the search for her husband 
Mrs. Chamberlin’s wrath and indignation 
reached a high pitch and she determined 
to have vengeance at all odds. When she 
reached the house where her husband 
boards she entered the gate with rapid 
and a firm step. 

Stamping her foot on the porch, Mrs. 
Chamberlin gave two or three quick, loud, 
vigorous knocks. She waited but an in- 
stant in breathless expectation. To his 
sorrow Mr. Chamberlin went to the door. 
No sooner did he open it than he rec¢ived 
‘a blindgng cut in the face with the 
whip in the hands of his former wife. He 
attempted to save himself by grabbing the 
weapon in Mrs. Chamberlin’s hand, but 
before he could do so the irate wife ap- 
plied the whip with force and effect on 
his body and on Miss Foster, who ran up in 
time to become a party to the trouble. 

The three sided fight was lively. Amid 
the screams of the women and exclama- 
tions of pain by the man, Mrs. Cham- 
berlin continued to ply the whip on the 
head, arms and body of Mr. Chamberlin 
and Miss Foster.
